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Description of Cincinnati Hospital. 



This institution completely fulfills all the conditions of a general hospital to 
a large city. It is emphatically a city hospital, accessible to all on accommo- 
dating terms. Strangers or other persons of means, overtaken by illness, and 
wishing to avail themselves of the best appointments for proper care, can here 
find refuge without the sacrifice of any of their liberties. They can not only 
obtain appropriate private rooms and trained nurses, but they can choose their 
own medical attendants, without being restricted to the Medical Staff of the 
Hospital. This, to many persons, is an estimable privilege; for, however well 
chosen the staff of an hospital may be, and distinguished, as the visiting physi- 
cians and surgeons of most of our hospitals usually are, for superior skill, not- 
withstanding, many persons so much prefer choosing for themselves as to make 
the denial of this privilege an insuperable objection to hospital patronage. 

The Cincinnati Hospital occupies the square bounded by Twelfth street, 
Central avenue, Ann and Plum streets, being 448 feet front from north to south, 
and 340 feet from east to west. 

The structure contains eight distinct buildings, placed en echelon, and con- 
nected by corridors, surrounding an extensive center yard or court. 

The central portion and main entrance are situated on Twelfth street, mid- 
way between Central avenue and Plum street, and is termed the Administrative 
Department. This contains offices, library, Superintendent's and officers' 
apartments, kitchen and dining-rooms. 

There are six pavilions, three stories in height. Three of the pavilions are 
on the eastern, or Plum street, side, and three on the western, or Central avenue, 
side. Each pavilion contains three wards, one on each floor, of which those in 
the central pavilions contain thirty-six beds each, and the rest t wen ty- four each, 
allowing 1,800 cubic feet of space in the wards to each bed. The pavilions con- 
tain, also, twenty-four private rooms. 

At one end of the wards are situated the nurses' rooms, diet kitchen, dining- 
rooms for convalescents, closets for bedding and clothing, dumb-waiters and 
elevators for patients. At the other end' are located the bath-rooms, water-closets 
and reading-rooms. In the basement of the pavilions are store-rooms, baggage- 
rooms, heating chambers, etc., and a passage-way around the entire establish- 
ment. 

In the central building, on Ann street, is situated the Amphitheater, with a 
capacity for 500 students, Pathological Museum, Mortuary, etc., conveniently 
arranged in proximity to each other, and isolated from all other departments of 
the house. In the same building is the accident ward, convenient of access, and 
conveniently equipped for cases of accident and emergency at all hours of the 
day and night. 

South of this building, and to the north end of the court, is the Domestic 
Department, containing the main kitchen, laundry, domestics' dormitories, 
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dining-rooms, etc. Connected with the Domestic Department, are the engine 
and boiler-rooms, gas-works and storage for fuel. 

The establishment is heated throughout by steam. Heat for the wards is 
supplied from coils of steam pipe, placed in chambers in the basement. From 
these chambers, pure air, warmed to the proper temperature, passes into the 
wards, while the halls and the other rooms of the institution are heated by 
direct radiation from the steam coils placed therein. In the wards are also open 
fire-grates, for ventilation and heating when required. 

Portions of the buildings are ventilated by a downward draught into a large 
air-duct under the pavilions, which terminates in a large chimney of the engine- 
room. The remaining portions are ventilated through ventilating chambers in 
the towers and attics. 

The walls of the entire building are composed of brick, with freestone finish- 
ing around the angles, etc. The upper stories are finished in French style, with 
Mansard roof of slate of variegated color*. The Administrative Department is 
surmounted by a dome and spire that reaches one hundred and ten feet from 
the pavement, and each of the outer ends of the pavilion is surmounted by 
turrets, that serve as Ornaments as w T ell as promoters of ventilation. 

The wards of the Hospital are divided into Surgical, Medical, Obstetrical, 
Ophthalmol ogicnl, Venereal, Gynaecological and Children's, and in attendance 
upon them are four surgeons, four physicians, tw r o obstetricians, two ophthal- 
mologists and two pathologists. One-half of this number is on duty at the 
same time, and alternate every four months. 

Clinical lectures are delivered in the Amphitheater two hours each working 
day, commencing in October and ending with February. All medical students 
are entitled to admission to the clinical lectures by the payment of a fee of five 
dollars. The fund thus created is applied to the purchase of books, instruments 
and the enlargement, of the cabinet. 

In aid of the staff, six nnder-graduates are selected, after a competitive 
examination, whose designations are "Resident Physician*." Entering upon 
duty, they are distributed to different wards, where they remain two months; 
they then exchange places, so that each one, during the year, has an opportunity 
of witnessing the practice of the entire Hospital. They accompany the staff in 
their daily visits to the sick, receive their orders, keep a record of the cases and 
their treatment, report all violations of medical discipline, and have a general 
supervision over their respective wards. 

From the Resident Physicians, each year, one is selected, after graduation, 
to serve for one year as Senior Resident Physician. It is his duty to examine all 
applicants for admission to the wards, and assign those admitted to the proper 
ward; also, to accompany the ambulance in cases cff accident, etc., and to ren- 
der assistance, when needed, in any department of the Hospital. 

Every part of the Hospital is in direct telegraph and' telephone communi- 
cation with the Superintendent's office, in the central building. In a mo- 
ment the messages are sent to and fro, thus saving the annoyance and delay 
of foot messengers. The Hospital is connected by telephone with the police 
stations and all parts of the city, and with the Branch Hospital, more than five 
miles distant. 

The Hospital is managed by a Board of Trustees, seven in number. Two 
are appointed by the Superior Court, two by the Common Pleas Court, and one 
by the Governor of the State. The Mayor of Cincinnati and a Director of the 
( ity Infirmary, eldest in office, are ex officio members of the Board. 
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The Branch Hospital, for contagious diseases, is located one mile west of 
the city limits, and most desirably situated on a high plateau, with perfect 
natural drainage, and every natural advantage of a healthful location. The 
premises include fifty-three acres of land, with abundance of fruit and shade 
trees. The large amount of land belonging to the Hospital perfectly isolates the 
buildings from all surrounding premises. 

The main building is of brick, and contains large, well ventilated wards, 
with a capacity for one hundred patients, together with kitchen, laundry and 
rooms for attendants. A large building, in close proximity, provides rooms for 
fifty pay patients and the necessary officers and attendants. The buildings are 
lighted with gas, manufactured on the premises. High-water pressure, with 
hose, is provided for all emergencies. A fine ambulance, with provision for 
being heated in cold weather, is always ready for use, and nothing neglected 
that is necessary for the care and welfare of patients. Direct telephone connec- 
tion is made with the office of the main Hospital in the city, and the friends of 
patients can thus be advised of their condition at any hour, without the 
necessity of any exposure to contagion.

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Twenty-Sixth Annual Report. 



Cincinnati Hospital, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, January 1, 1887. 

Hon. Amor Smith, Jr., Mayor of Cincinnati: 

The Trustees of the Cincinnati Hospital have the honor to sub- 
mit to you their Twenty-sixth Annual Report, embracing the 
reports of the Superintendent, Medical Staff, Apothecary and 
Librarian, which give: a detailed statement of the transactions of 
the year 1886./. 

The number of patients treated during the year was 4,230, at a 
net cost per patient, per day, of 67^ cents. 

The quantity of gas manufactured and consumed was 2,929,289 
cubic feet, at a net cost of material of 34£ cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet ; photometric power of gas, 16£ candle. 

During the past year the Trustees, acting under the authority 
of an act of the Legislature passed May 10, 1878, and amended 
April 29, 1885, have sold at auction all the remaining lots in the 
Rohs Hill subdivision, and have received therefor, as net proceeds 
of sale, $13,262.37, of which amount $8,381.03 was in cash and 
$4,881.34 in notes of the purchasers secured by mortgages. This 
money and the notes and mortgages have been deposited with the 
City Treasurer, and, under the act of April 29, 1885, constitute a 
special fund to be applied by the Board of Trustees to the pay- 
ment of expenses to be incurred by them in the erection of suit- 
able accommodations and quarters in the Cincinnati Hospital for 
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persons suspected of being afflicted with contagious diseases and 
in the care and maintenance of such persons so suspected, of 
expenses incurred and to be incurred in the care and mainte- 
nance of patients in the Branch Hospital, and in extinguishing 
and paying any existing indebtedness of the Branch Hospital. 

The Trustees have adopted plans and made a contract for the 
alteration of a recent part of the Hospital in such a manner as to 
provide suitable accommodations for persons suspected of being 
afflicted with contagious diseases. The contract price for this 
improvement is $1,579 to the builders and $390 for an elevator, 
and the work is now in progress. 

The duties of the Medical Staff have been performed in the 
most faithful and efficient manner. The contributions of the 
ladies of the Flower Mission have been very grateful to the 
patients, and to these ladies, as well as to the visiting clergy, the 
Trustees feel greatly indebted. 

The labors of the Superintendent have continued to be of the 
most valuable and satisfactory nature.

ADDITIONS TO THE MUSEUM, 



The following additions have been made to the Museum of the 
Cincinnati Hospital during the year 1886: 

I. Lungs, from a case of Phthisis. 

1. Bight Lung. Emphysematous. About twice the size of the 
normal lung. 

2. Left lung. About four inches long in diameter and two and 
a half in short diameter. Fibroid Phthisis. Small, irregular 
cavities in the upper part. This man worked up to the day 
of his death, and was picked up on the street unconscious, 
and brought to the Hospital. No other serious lesions were 
found. 

II. Cirrhotic Liver and Spleen. 

Nodules very uniform in size and appearance. 

III. Carcinoma, Lungs. 

Small, round carcinomatous nodules are scattered throughout 
both lungs. 

IV. Fatty Liver. 

V. Stricture Urethrae. 

VI. Aneurism Arch of Aorta. 

This involves first portion of the arch. 

VII. Interstitial Hemorrhage into Liver. 
(Only part of this liver is preserved.) 

VIII. Stricture of the (Esophagus. 

From opening into the pericardial sac. 

IX. Stomach, showing effects of Nitric Acid. 

This is from a case of suicide by nitric acid, § ij of the commer- 
cial acid being taken. The acid not only entered and affected 
the stomach, but a portion passed the pyloric orifice. 
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X. Saccular Dilation of Bladder. 

With stricture urethra (many sacs). Very rare specimen. Great 
liy per trophy of bladder. 

XI. Carcinoma Uteri. 

With fistulous opening from bladder through the body of uterus 
to rectum. 

XII. Enchondroma Uterfc 

XIII. Pair of Enormously Enlarged Kidneys. 

Apparently completely filled with small cysts. (Very rare 
specimens.) 

XIV. Surgical Kidney. 

Shows atrophy of kidney and dilated pelvis and ureter. 

XV. Two large Cirrhotic Kidneys. 

These show very large cysts— two in one kidney and one in the 
other. The cysts are about the size of a normal kidney. 

XVI. Multiple Cysts Kidney. 

A large number of specimens have been sent from the patho- 
logical room, but as better were already in the Museum such were 
not prepared. Many such duplicates, especially in the various 
conditions of abnormal hearts, strictures of the urethra, with 
hypertrophy of bladder, following them, and cirrhotic conditions 
of kidneys and liver, are to be mentioned. The rule of the 
Museum, providing for only two specimens of the same thing, 
prevented many specimens from being added. Some specimens 
of lesions of the brain, abscess of the liver, etc., have been found 
difficult to preserve. I would suggest the propriety of a series of 
frozen sections, and a closer system of record of specimens and 
cases.
